Noble Baron, Fiery Southerner and 
Fair Actress the Performers. 


A Bloody Duel in Jackson Park the 
Grand Climax. 


The Baron Badly Wounded—He 
Thought to Have Purposely 
Fallen on His Oppo- 
nent’s Sword.

CHICAGO, May 24.—[Ly the Assocl- 
ated Press.] Chicago was today the 
scene of a denouement in a genuine 
romance with all the essential features 
—a wealthy nobleman, disinherited 
son, beautiful woman, 9 and mys- 
tery. 

Baron Rudolf Kalooky de Koraspa- 
tak, a nephew of Count Kalooky ot Vi- 
enna, made hig first visit to Chicago 
about a month ago, registering at the 
Richelieu merely as Rudolf Kalnoky 
of New York.” He was handsome 
and distinguished and appeared to be 
the possessor of unlimited means. The 
object of his stay in Chicago was a 
mystery to all except the manager of 
the Richelieu, Oarilson; to whom he 
partially told his story.

WHAT THE CREEDS SAY 


A DISCOURSE THAT CAUSED A 
SENSATION. 


Rev. Heber Newton Defines His Po- 
sition—A Plea forthe Reconcll- 
lation of Religion with 
Modern Thought. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Nrw Yorks, May 24.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Rev. Dr. Heber New- 
ton of All Souis’ church preached a 
sermon this morning which is calcu- 
lated t} evoke much discussion in re- 
ligious circles. lle made a succinct 
statement of his much-mooted views, 
His text was: IIold fast to the form 
of the sacred words.“ The reverened 
gentleman said in part: 


It has been said of the Nicene creed that 
it was fitonly to be sung, Oa the other 
hand, it would be hard to set tue Westmin- 
ster creed to music. The Nicene creed is 
the amplification of the Aposties’ creed. 
Searcely a doctrine which is in digpute in 
the churches round about us furnishes a 
proper ground fur dispute in our roomy 
churches. The gy affirmation in the 
Nicene creed isthe large, elastic deel ra- 
tion; I believe in one Catholic and apos- 
tolle church.“ We can thus judge 
of the catholicism which would rule 
out the foremost man in the church 
for the bishopric because of his 
opinion concerning the episcopate. What 
must we believe concerning the Bibie? 
Nothing beyond the simple deci ration of 
the Nicege creed: “Who spoke by the 

rophets.” You may hold to the plenary 

nspiration of the scriptures and believe 
every word dictated by the Almighty, or 
you may hold that large and reasonable” 
view, which is spreading through our church 
so rapidly. with equal loyalty to our onl 
authority, the creed: What did the chure 
did us betieve concerning the story of the 
creation? X wu are equally free to read the 
story in Genesis as bistory or parable. 
What does the church command us to be- 
lieve concerning the origin of evil, the fall! 
of man? Nothing whatever. Concerning 
the atonement? Nothing except the lan- 
language of the creed: “Who for us men and 
for our salvation came down from heaven.“ 
Concerning future —— Nothing 
not contained in the language of the creed: 
„He shall come again with glory to judge 
both the quick and the dead.” All 
theories of the character and duration of 
the punishment are extra creedals. The 


‘| first form of the articles contained an article 


on future punishment and that article was 
afterward withdrawn. 

W hat of the resurrection? That the dead 
are to rise into life immortal, clothed in 
bodily form, I understand to be the teach- 
ing of our great creeds, ‘The nature of the 
the resurrected body is not affirmed. You 
are free to believe this on the literal sense 
of the body laid in the grave or in the 
larger sense in which most men read it. 

Concerning the sacrament and the Lord’s 
supper we «re free to believe almost any- 
thing that commends itself to Christian 
consciousness. On gli these themes on 
which the creeds are silent it is natural that 
men should think. Opinions must be 
formed and held, and the Christian, be he 
layman or clergyman, is left free to form 
his own opinion. The Nicene creed is a 
charter of liberty. Itfrees us from nine- 
tenths of the burning questions with which 
Protestantism is on fire today. 

“Our great creed,“ concluded the 
speaker, is the reconciliation of Chris- 
tianity with itself. Christendom is 
born and dismembered before our eves. 
It is paralyzed with doubt. The strife 
of creeds is seen on every eide. Man 
cannot find a shelter under the-Refor- 
mation confessions of faith, with their 
long-drawn metaphysics. He who 
reads the signs of the times sees the 
alternative to throw overboard the 
creeds or to simplify them. Today. 
could our Protestant churches be con- 
tent to part with their Reformation 
confessions of faith and adopt that 
great catholic creed which has come 
down through the centuries, there 
would be an end of strife and conten- 
tion. Dr. Bridgeman would not have 
to leave his church for his views un the 
232 of future punishment, and 

Briggs could excite no contention 
in his church on the question of in- 
spiration. Our great creed is the rec- 
qnciliation of Christian faith and moa- 
ern thought—of theology and science.“

A thorough and systematic 
search was made, and as a result of their 
investigations the officers came to the opin- 
ion that Royal had left the city. The 
friends and family of the missing man 
would not hear to this theory, and insisted 
that something terrible. had happened to 
him, that he had either committed suicide 
or had wandered off, and being weak from 
his recent iliness, laid down somewhere and 
died,

man. Notrace was found, and yesterday 
the entire street force, headed by Mr. 
Hutchinson, who had volunteered for the 
work, together with a number of citizens, 
turned out and searched every cafion, tun- 
nel, water ditch and ravine, as far as Ivan- 
hoe and the Los Feliz rancho.

DETECTIVE FRED SMITH’S STORY. 
According to Detective Fred Smith’s 
story, he had discovered that Koyal had 
left the city on the 1:40 o’clock train on the 
Southern Pacific, Saturday, a week ago, 
‘going to Ravenna, just above Newhall, 
where he has been ever since. Royal, he 
says, left the city fearing that an indict- 
ment would be returned against him for 
perjury. Smith says that when he had defi- 
nitely located Royal he went to his house 
yesterday morning, where he met his wife. 
He toid Mrs, Royal that he had located 
her husband, and could get him in twenty- 
four hours, if he was wanted: Mrs, Royal, 
he says, asked him if he “was on the other 
side,” and on being told that be was a 
private detective, asked him to keep the 
matter secret, and say nothing to anyone 
untii she b da chance to consult with Mr. 
Knox. Mr. Royals attorney. After leaving 
the house, Smith was very indignant over 
the whole matter, and freely stated that he 
did not belleve that Koyal was wanted. 
Lateg Smith had an interview with Mr. 
‘Knox, but the gentleman did not express 
any desire for the return of his client, in

WHAT MR. KNOX SAT. 
A reporter called upon the missing 


— man's attorney, G. W. Knox, Esd., last 


night, and in an interview with that gen- 
tleman was given the following facts rela- 
tive to the perjury matter, a short account 
of which was published yesterday: 

In September, 1887, Koyal, who owned a 
house aud lot valued at $4000, was a 
proached by an old friend of his named G. 4 

eunison, who persuaded him to trade the 
property for a sixteenth interest in a syndi- 
‘cate which had formed for the purpose of 
buying the Bryson-Bonebrake property, 
then a hole in the ground on the corner of 
Second aud Spring streets, for 860,000, as a 
speculation, 

Feeling confident that he would realize 
big money on the scheme, Royal made a 
verbal agreement with Dennison, to that 
effect, without consulting his wife on the 
subject, and notifled his tenant to deliver 
the key up to Dennison, which he did. 

Soon afterward Dennison met Royal and 
told him that he had been unable to make 
the deal with Brysou, and that the syndi- 
cate was dissulved. He offered, however, 
to purchase the house and lot from Royal, 
into which he had moved his family, at the 
original price, $4000, and Royal consented 
to the preposition, as be needed the money. 
There were no witnesses tothe agreement. 
nor was it ever reduced to writing, unfortu- 
nately, Royal confiding in his friend im- 

licitiy. For @ighteen months afterward 

oyal made repeated demands upon Denni- 
son for the money due on the house, and 
obtained in ati about $800 from his triend in 


 gmall sums on account. 


At the end of that time Dennison got in 
trouble with J. U. Marriner of Pas — 
and a suit was brought against him. Shortly 
before the trial ot the case Dennison went 


Royal and asked him, for the 
their old friendship, to help him out ag a 


tifying that his lots in the San Pasqual 
tract were worth $1000 each. Royal prom- 
ised to do 80, and in order to make assur- 
ance doubiy sure, Dennison offered to sell 
him four lots-at $1000 each. To this Royal 
demurred, saying that he could not pay for 
them; but Dennison assured him that he 
would never ask him for the money, and 
thateuch practices were common among 
real-estate inen. 

The result was that when the case came 
on for trial, Royal testified to the value of 
the lots, and to having purchased four of 
them himself at $1000 each, as had been pre- 
arranged, and nothing more was thought of 
the matter. 

A short time ago, however, Royal being 
unable to collect the $8200 still due on his 
house and lot from Dennison, brought suit 
When the 
Case came up for trial befere Judge Wade, 


- about three weeks ago, Dennison claimed 


that Royal bad traded the property for four 
lots at Pasadena valued at $1000 wach, and 
introduced a certified copy of Royal’s testi- 

ony in the Marriner case in support of 

is olaim. Royal then asked and obtained 
leave of the Court to explain how he came 
to give that testimony, as stated above, and 
at the close of the case, Judge Wade, in 
commenting upon the testimony, criticised 
Royal very severely and intimated that the 


attention of the District Attorney ought to 


be called to the matter, with the view of 
prosecuting Koyal for perjury. The case 
was ordered submitted on briefs, and Royal 
left the courtroom with his attorney, in a 
very depressed state of mind, 

On reaching Mr. Knox’s office Royal 

ked about the matter very dejectedly, 
and remarked that it would be very hard 
upon him, after 8 lived in the city 
twenty years without having made, an 
enemy, to go to the penitentiary for per 


ury. 
A few days later Mrs. Royal call 
the attorney and informed —4 Bly oe 
husband was very sick, ut had asked her 
to call and find out whether or not it would 
be necessary for Mr. Knox to see him 
about the suit; but, as there was no neces- 
sity forany further consultation, the attor- 
ney exvressed the hope that his client would 
soon recover, aud dismissed the lady, 

A man named E. E. Hall of Angelefin 
Heights also called upon Me. Knox and 
informed him that Royal had made an 
1 with him whereby. it he won 

is suit, he was to exchange bis property 
for an interest in an oll well in Ventura 
county. Mr. Knox informed him that no 
result could be reached for thirty days at 
least; as each side had fifteen oe in which

rible, 

Telegrams were sent to Hall's oll wells at 
Santa Paula, and Mrs. Royal's sister at San 
Francisco, in the hope that he bad gone to 
either place; but replies were received to 
the effect that he had never been there, and 
the mystery deepened every day. 

Mr. Knox,when asked what he thought of 
Mr. Royai’s disappearance, stated that he 
was convinced that the old gentleman, en- 
teebled as he was physically and mentully, 
had made up his mind while lying in bed 
sick, that to go to the penitentiary would 
ensure his death; and that be felt justified 
in gure away without even telling bis wife 
of his intentions, as the only means be bad 
of prolonging his life. 

he attorney expressed it as his opinion 
that had the matter been called to the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s attention, that official 
would not have prosecuted Royal, as the 
testimony he gave in the Marriner vase was 
not material to the question at issue, and 
was, therefore, not perjury according to the 
definition of the statute. 

WANTS HIM BACK. 

Last evening a friend of Mr. and Mrs. 
Royal called at Tue ‘Times office to say 
that Mrs. Royal was very anxious for her 
husband’s return, and stated that he had 
been trying to find Smith to enlist his ser- 
vices at once. The gentieman ex- 
plained Mrs. Koyal’s actions and con- 
versation when the detective called b 
saying that she was almost crazed wit 
grief over husband’s disappearance, and 
2 knew wnat to say. He stated that 
Mr. Knox had called on Mrs. Royal Satur- 
day, and informed her that he was her hus - 
band’s attorney, at the same time telling 
her not to say anything or answer any ques- 
tions regarding him until she had consulted 
with bim. This was the reason, he said, 
why Mrs. Royal did not tell the detective at 
nee 8 find her husband and bring him to

WHY ENGINEERS HAVE A DREAD 
| OF TUNNELS.

Sunday Seaside 'Sojourners—South- 
ern Pacific Train Agents Becom- 
ing Sclid—General, Local 
and Persona! Notes.

The ordinary traveler has little compre- 
hension of the terrors of long railway tun- 
nels, though some of them, according to 
more or less hackneyed patagraphie jokes, 
find osculatory pleasure in the temporary 
darkness afforded by transit. through them. 
It is the engineer who feeis the dread in 
plunging into the Stygian gloom of the hole 
through the mountain, where direst of ca- 
lamities may await, Bitz. and where his 
chances in case of disaster, are 
reduced to the minimum. One curi- 
ous fact ig, that in the darkest tunnels 
the engineer has no visible proof of the di- 
rection he is traveling. This circumstance 
is related by Maj-Gen. Hutchinson in hie 
report to the Loudon Board of Trade on the 
coliision which occurred at St. John’s 

ood road station, on the Baker-street 
and Chesham line of the Metropolitan Rail- 
way, in foggy weather. This very extta- 
ordinary co lision was caused by an engine 
and brake van running backwards for at 
least 600 yeards, dow a si¢ep inciine of one 
in sixty, in the tunnel between St. Joha’s 
Wood road and Marlborough road stations, 
the driver, fireman and guard being ali 
under the impression that they were 
running forward until they had again 
reach the mouth of the tunnel—which 
they had entered about four minutes 
previously—too late to prevent the van 
from coming into collision,at a speed of five 
or six miles an hour, with the engine ofa 
passenger train, which was pulling” up at 
St. John's Wood road station, rather short 
of its regular stopping place, the driver 
having noticed through the fog the 
brake van running back toward 
his engine. Charlton and the fire- 
man were then both intently looking 
cut for the home signal, 231 yards beyond 
the distant sianal, Chariton giving the en- 
gine suflicient steam to keep it, as he 
thought, in forward motion, the 88 
lever being in the second forward note 
from mid-gear, Instead, however, of see- 
ing the homé signal the engine must have 
first stopped and then gone backward 
without either of them Deine in the least 
aware of it, and they were quite uncon- 
scious of what had taken place until the 
daylight at the St. John’s Wood road end 
of the tunnel made them realize 
what had really happened. Chariton gave 
his evidence in a very truthful 
manner, and, extraordinary as it seems 
that he should not have noticéd the stop- 
page of the engine before it began to go 
back, there is no good reason to disbelieve 
his statement or that of his fireman, which 
is much to the same effect as his own. The 
brakeman inthe van had felt the 8 
stop, but had then thought that they had 
again gone forward, and was only ware of 
the retrograde motion when his brake van 
ename to the St. John's Wood roid end of the 
tunnel, too late for him toapply his brake.”

A Tiuxs reporter in glancing through 
this volume a Yew days ago discovered 
several interesting features connected with 
the county’s expenditures, which are not 
generally known. 

For instance, it is not generally known 
that the county pays out almost as much 
annually for its official reporters’ fees as it 
pays fer the salaries o 
Judges. Yet such is the case, as the follow- 
ing figures show:

‘rhe expenditure upon the new County 
Courthouse from January 1 to March 31 of 
this year has been $19,100 40, while the 
present quarters of the courts absorbed 
$554.40 at the same time. The sum ot 
$539.50 was expanded for janitors and 
watchmen for the county buildings, and 
$410 additional for patrolmen and detec- 
tives. 

‘rhe expenses of the Sheriff’s office are 
necessarily somewhat heavy and ageregate 
$4949.38, of which 84.510.609 was for saiaries, 
and 1432.00 for sundries. ‘This expendi- 
ture, however, is relleved considerably by 
the fact that the receipts of this office 
amounted to 7869.01, leaving « balance 
$2919.63 to the credit of the county. 2 

Tue Coroner drew on the county to the 
extent of 4804.47 for his services, of whiéh 
840.07 was for sundries; and in addition to 
this amount the sum of 371.50 was paid for 
post-mortem examinations and the ex- 
penses entailed in the examination of in- 
gane persons. 

The expenses of the Board of Supervisors 
amount to 92.04, of which sum 867. 80 
was for sundries. Under its instructions 
$4836.25 was paid out in assisting indigents, 
and $291.66 in assisting the cause of immi- 
gration. : 

The county hospital cost $8420, of which 
sum $5094.35 was for sundries, While the ex- 
penses of the county farm amounted to 
$4941.96, of which $3979.01 was for sundries, 
$485 was paid toa veterinary surgeon for 
various services, and the Health Officer re- 
éeived $205 for his services. .

THE FINE ARTS. 


In a city like Los Angeles there 
ought to be a gallery for the public ex- 
hibition of the fine arts. It is needed 


| bere much more than in many another 


city of larger population, for the rea- 
son that this is a city of leisure, and 
the great resort of visitors seeking 
health and pleasure. Already people 
come here from every where, for recrea- 
tion, and to enjoy our delicious and in- 
vigorating climate, and the number. of 
such will increase indefinitely as time 
runs on. Thereis but one Southern 
California in the world and but one 
Los Angeles, and that one should be 
made as attractive as possible. 

Under proper management a gallery 
of fine arts could be largely supported 
by contributions, and by loans of works 
of art by private owners. It is an en- 
couraging fact that the fortunate pos- 
sessors Of valuable specimens of art 
take great pleasure in having others 
look at them. No one, probably, buys 
a costly picture or piece of statuary for 
his own eyes alone. The gratification 
it affords him is largely in the pleasure 
afforded to others in seeing it, and a 
gallery properly conducted would,with 
much certainty, receive valuable assist- 
ance ig the way of loaned works 
of art from our kind-hearted citizens. 
There are said to be many very supe- 
rior specimens of fine art in Southern 
California, and no doubt in Los Ange- 
les; but they are, as a rule, hid away 
in private dwellings, where only the 


work of art suffers no detriment from 
being seen. It is just as good as ever 
after a million eyes have rested upon it 
and a million people been made happy 
by gazing atit. The owner of such 
a work accomplishes bis aim of con- 
tributing to the pleasure of his fellow- 
beings by a public exhibition of his 
treasure. 

Los Angeles is already the home of a 
goodly number of skillful artists, all 
of whom would be glad to lend encour- 
agement to an institution of the kind. 
And then we have some amateurs of 
great promise, who would derive new 
inspiration from a good art gallery. 

There is certaiuly wealth enough 
here to sustain a gallery of a very high 
order, and the only question is as to an 
Adequate appreciation of its value to 
the public to warrant its inauguration, 

The city of Sacramento, though very 
much smaller and far less inviting to 
the fine arts than Los Apgs- 
les, has a magnificent gallery 
of its own, and.maintains in connec- 
tion therewith, aschool of art, well 
patronized.. This institution. includ- 
ing the large buildisg which contains 
it, was the gift to that city of the late 
Judge E. B. Crocker of happy memory. 
The “paintings and “statuary were 
mostly gathered up by him, or for him 
in Europe, and among them are many 
works of a high order of merit. The 


WHAT are modern cities coming to? 
Oue Chicago street has one twelve, one 


thirteen, two fourteen, one fifteen aud 


two sixteen-story buildings already, 
and a third sixteen-story sky-scraper 
is going up as fast as workmen can 
build it. Let us be thankful that in 
Los Angeles we do not have to build 
up in the clouds. 


WE recently noted the importation 
of apples, meat and eggs from Aus- 
tralia to England. Now England is 
importing butter from New Zealand, 
and it is said to arrive in prime condi- 
tion. Owing tothe long sea voyage, 
California is practically farther from 
England than Australiais. With the 
opening of the Nicaragua Canal, we 
shall be able todo a big trade with 
Europe in California products. 


THE San Francisco Bulletin wants 
the Legislature prevented from inter- 
fering in local affairs or changing 
local charters, also to have municipal 


elections separated from others. It 


further thinks that only five-years 
residents should hold municipal office, 
and that no one should vote in a 
municipal election until after a year’s 
residence. There is a growing senti- 
ment that persons who have nothing 
at stake have too much to say in 
municipal affairs, which mainly con- 
cero the spending of the money of tax- 
payers. 


- JAPANESE women have largely taken 
the place of the Chinese in the impor- 
tations which are made to the State 
for vurposes of prostitution, and 
the authorities in San Francisco find 
difficulty in keeping them out. There 
are disadvantages in having for a next 


neighbor a nation whose ideas on some 


subjects are so diametrically different 
from ours.

parents. 


IN regard to the question of a com- 
pavy for the manufacture of ramie 
fiber, it is eyident that the growth and 
preparation of the fiber must accom- 
pany the effort to manufacture. They 
must go hand in hand, just as the 
raising and milling of sugar beets. 
No one will raise ramie unless it is 
sure of sale, nor will any one manufac- 
ture it unless he can buy the material. 
Mr. Slaught offers to form a company 
and build a factory as soon as the fiber 
is grown. Meantime, he will furnish 
routs at $20 per 1000 and pay 6 cents a 
pound for fiber, the State paying 1 
cent for a year. There is big money in 
the manufacture of this product, as it 
can be grown’ cheaper than cotton, and 
the manufactured goods are worth ten 


to fifty times as much. The so-called 


Chinese silk, sold at the Chiaese stores 
at $1 a yard, is made from ramie, from 


the fiber of Which, at 6 cents a pound, 
the California farmer can clear at least 


$180 an acre. 1

gallery would afford, is a sufficient in- 
ducement for establishing one. 


FOREIGN IMMIGRATION,

chise bestowed upon them, and utterly 
ignorant of the theory of our Govern- 
ment, the principles of American 
liberty and the history of the Nation.

Gradually the 
ignorant and corrupt mass becomes 
greater. Everywhere the purity of 
American principles is being defiled. 
Here and there opposition to the pub- 
lic school crops out Bo strongly as to 
amaze and startie the thoughtless. 
Great cities are ruled by the corrupt 
bosses of a mass of ignorant and venal 
voters, whose numbers are being con- 
stantly swelled through the opera- 
tion of the naturalization laws, 
which, lax as they are, the 
bosses, in their contempt for them 
and their administration, evade 
and override. There is a steady let- 
ting down of the high principles of our 
fathers. There is a noticeable failing 
of respect for the sacredness of the 
ballot. There is a deplorable indica- 
tion of the substitution of dollars for 
arguments in securing votes. All this 
is the direct result of the reckless ad- 
mission to American citizenship of 
foreigners, many of whom are openly 
hostile to our form of government, and 
a majority of whom are not in sym- 
pathy with some of the principles that 
lie at the very foundation of true re- 
publicanism. 

It is time this policy of national sui- 
cide be-discarded, The naturalization 
doors should be reduced to a needlo’s 
eye, through which no man should 
enter until he could, upon examina- 
tion, demonstrate his capability of be- 
coming a genuine American. citizen.

been made to subdivide the country 
into areas differing in the charaater of 
their surface, their products and their 
climate, and to classify the population 
in accordance therewith. Twenty-one 
such subdivisions are described, rang- 
ing from the coast swamps of the At- 
lantic to the coast ranges of the Pa- 
cific. The population in each subdi- 
vision, in 1870, 1880 and 1890, is given 
also the density of population. 

Grouping these subdivisions, it is 
seen that in the swamp regions of the 
country, including in that term the 
coast marshes and the alluvial region 
of the Mississippi River, there were 
2,694,000 inhabitants, or 4.3 per cent. 
of the population. This, as was stated 
above, consists mainly of the colored 
race. In the desert and semi-desert 
regions of the country there were found 
1,469,000, or 2.3 per cent. of the popula- 
tion. Ln the mountain region ef the West 
there were found 1,535,000 people, or 
about 2.5 per cent., while in the eastern 
mountain region 10,888,000 people were 
living in 1890, or about one-sixth of the 
entire population. 

The greatest percentage of inorease 
of population from 1870 to 1880 was ih 
whatis described as the Columbian 
mesa—the drainage basin of the Suake 
River in Idaho, Oregon and Washing- 
ton—where it was 237 per cent.; and in 
the great plains, 204 per cent. In the 
decade from 1880 to 1890, the great- 
est increase was observable in the 
great plains—232 per cent.—and the 
Cascade Range, 281.5 per cent., closely 
followed by the North Rocky Mountain 
region with 206 percent. The increase 
of the Pacific Coast ranges was 68 per 
cent. in 1870-80 and 46 per cent. in 
1880-90. The Sierra Nevada subdi- 
vision shows the smallest increase for 
the past decade—7.4 per cent.—with 
one exception, that of the New Eng- 
land bills.

THE FINE ARTS, 
In a city like Los Angeles there 


ought to be a gallery for the public ex- 


hibition of the fine arts. It is needed 
here much more than in many another 
city of larger population, for the rea- 
son that this is a city of leisure, and 
the great resort of visitors seeking 
health and pleasure. Already people 
come here from every where, for recrea- 
tion, and to enjoy our delicious and in- 
vigorating climate, and the number of 
such will increase indefinitely as time 
runs on. There is but one Southern 
California in the world and but one 
Los Angeles, and that one should be 
made as attractive as possible. 

Under proper management a gallery 
of fine arts could be largely supported 
by contributions, and by loans of works 
It is an en- 
couraging fact that the fortunate pos- 
sessors Of valuable specimens of art 
take great pleasure in having others 
look at them. No one, probably, buys 
a costly picture or piece of statuary for 
his own eyes alone. The gratification 
it affords him is largely in the pleasure 
afforded to others in seeing it, and a 
gallery properly conducted would,with 
much certainty, receive valuable assist- 
ance in the way of loaned works 
of art from our kind-hearted citizens. 
There are said to be many very supe- 
rior specimens of fine art in Southern 
California, and no doubt in Los Ange- 
les; but they are, as a rule, hid away 
in private dwellings, where only the 
A fine 
work of art suffers no detriment from 
being seen. It is just as good as ever 
after a million eyes have rested upon it 
and a million people been made happy 
by gazing atit. The owner of such 


a work accomplishes bis aim of con- 


tributing to the pleasure of his fellow- 
beings by a public exhibition of his 
treasure. 

Los Angeles is already the home of a 
goodly number of skillful artists, all 
of whom would be glad to lend encour- 
agement to an institution of the kind. 
And then we have some amateurs of 
great promise, who would derive new 
inspiration from a good art gallery. 

There is certaiuly wealth enough 
here to sustain a gallery of a very high 
order, and the only question is as to an 
Adequate appreciation of its value to 
the public to warrant ite inauguration. 

The city of Sacramento, though very 
much smaller and far less inviting to 
the fine arts than Los Apgs- 
les, has a magnificent gallery 


| of its own, and maintains in connec- 


tion therewith, a school of art, well 
patronized.. This institution. includ- 
ing the large building which contains 
it, was the gift to that city of the late 
Judge E. B. Crocker of happy memory. 


The paintings and statuary were 


mostly gathered up by him, or for him 
in Europe, and among them are many 
works of a high order of merit. The 


display in that gallery is admirably ar- 


ranged, and many delighted visitors 
are to be seen there any day. A more 
entertaining place to spend an hour, 
or a day if you have time, can hardly 
be found in this State. 

The cultivation of a taste for the fine 
arts has become 80 general in this 
country of late years, that a place for 
their exhibition, in a city like this, is a 
matter of prime consideration, and 
must not be neglected. It elevates the 
standard of civilization, and this, aside 
from the mere pleasure which an art 
gallery would afford, is a sufficient in- 
ducement for establishing one. 


FOREIGN IMMIGRATION, 


Roger Ellis handles the question of 
admitting ignorant foreigners to the 
full rights of American citizenship in 
a masterly manner, in the Forum. 

It would seem that nothing but a 
crisis threatening eternal extinction of 
American principles will suffice to 
arouse the Nation to the danger that 


threatens it from this suicidal policy 


of making voters out of men having 
no conception of the value of the fran- 
chise bestowed upon them, and utterly 
ignorant of the theory of our Govern- 
ment, the principles of American 
liberty and the history of the Nation. 
Nothing but disaster can be expected 
from such indifference.

Great cities are ruled by the corrupt 
bosses of a mass of ignorant and venal 
voters, whose numbers are being con- 
stantly swelled through the opera- 
tion of the naturalization laws, 
which, lax as they are, the 
bosses, in their contempt for them 
and their administration, evade 
There is a steady let- 
ting down of the high principles of our 
fathers. There is a noticeabie failing 
of respect for the sacredness of the 
ballot. Thereis a deplorable indica- 
tion of the substitution of dollars for 
arguments in securing votes. All this 
is the direct result of the reckless ad- 
mission to American citizenship of 
foreigners, many of whom are. openly 
hostile to our form of government, and 
a majority of whom are not in sym- 
pathy with some of the principles that 


lie at the very foundation of true re- 


publicanism. 

It is time this policy of national sui- 
cide be discarded. The naturalization 
doors should be reduced to a needlo’s 
eye, through which no man should 
enter until he could, upon examina- 
tion, demonstrate his capability of be- 
coming a genuine American citizen.

ULATION. 


Census Bulletin No. 65 deals with 
the distribution of population in ac- 


Inthe tables given an attempt bas 
been made to subdivide the country 
into areas differing in the charaqter of 
their surface, their products and their 
climate, and to classify the population 
in accordance therewith. Twenty-one 
such subdivisions are described, rang- 
ing from the coast swamps of the At- 
lantic to the coast ranges of the Pa- 
cific. The population in each subdi- 
vision, in 1870, 1880 and 1890, is given, 
also the density of population. 

Grouping these subdivisions, it is 
seen that in the swamp regions of the 
country, including in that term the 
coast marshes and the alluvial region 
of the Mississippi River, there were 
2,694,000 inhabitants, or 4.3 per cent. 
of the population. This, as was stated 
above, consists mainly of the colored 
race. In the desert and semi-desert 
regions of the country there were found 
1,469,000, or 2.3 per cent. of the popula- 
tion. Iu the mountain region ef the West 
there were found 1,535,000 people, or 
about 2.5 per cent., while in the eastern 
mountain region 10,888,000 people were 
living in 1890, or about one-sixth of the 
entire population. 

The greatest percentage of increase 
of population from 1870 to 1880 was. in 
whatis described as the Columbian 
mesa—the drainage basin of the Suake 
River in Idaho, Oregon and Washing- 
ton—where it was 237 per dent.; and in 
the great plains, 204 per cent. In the 
decade from 1880 to 1890, the greate 
est increase was observable in the 
great plains—232 per cent.—and the 
Cascade Range, 281.5 per cent., closely 
followed by the North Rocky Mountain 
region with 206 per cent. The increase 
of the Pacific Coast ranges was 68 pér 
cent. in 1870-80 and 46 per cent. in 
1880-90. The Sierra Nevada subdi- 
vision shows the smallest increase for 
the past decade—7.4 per cent.—with 
one exception, that ot the New Eng- 
land bills.

If he should elect to remain 
here be would find that America is the 
reater Ireland, and that he has more 
riends here than he has ever seen. 
Those who have read of Mr. Davitt’s 
prowess with the blackthorn at Kil- 
kenny mustn’t judge him to be a 
bruiser. Imagine, instead, a man tull 
and of shapely frame, but slight, erect 
of posture, with one empty sieeve, with 
dark hair, grizzled somewhat by ad- 
vancitg years, and in feature not un- 
like what Christopher Colnmbus would 
have been if he had been born in Ire- 
land; and in manner kindly and court- 


us. 

While lunching with Mr. Davitt at 
Gatti’s, in the Strand one day, Mr. 
Stead approached our table, and the 
contrast was interesting between the 
red-bearded nglishman, with his 
brusque, incisive speech, and the dark 
Celt, who might easily have passed for 
an American. Mr. Davitt was then 
{ast on the point of starting the Labor 

orld, an enterprise which has not 
made his fortnne, I fear.

It bappeed in this way: 


Whien the art exhibition for the cen- 
tennialof 1876 was decided upon and. 
artists were invited to send pic- 
tures, Mr. Thom did better. He went 
to Philadelphia and gained admission 
to the unfinished gallery where he 


Wishéd to study the environment of 


his work, While there. he noticed two 
spaces, one on either side of a big en- 
trance door, which were so high and 
narrow that it would be hard 
work to find pictures to fit them. 
These spaces he carefully measured, 
apd going home went atonce to work 
to paint pictures of that shape. When 
the pictures arrived their mechanical 
fitness befriended them as well as their 
intrinsic excellence, and they were 
well hung,“ while the names of the 
rejected were legion. 

Art has made some advances in this 
country since 1876, but nobody has yet 
arisen earlier inthe morning than Mr. 
Thom did on that occasion. 

THE LUMBER FIRES OUT WEST. 

Twenty years or so ago some very 
good friends of mine were burned up 
in the awful forest fire which swept 
over Peshtigo, Wis., a fire far more 
appalling in its loss of life, though 
perhaps not more destructive of prop- 
erty, than those from which Michigan 
has just suffered. I remember that 
the theory was advanced at that time 
that the awful fate of the Peshtigoers 
was a punishment for the sin of Sab- 
bath breaking, and the cousin of my 
burned friends announced that theory 
to me with some satisfaction. 
seemed to soothe him to discover some 
reason for the calamity, 

„But were J—aud H—Sabbath break- 
ers?“ I asked him. 

No, but lots of folks around there 
were.“ he answered. 

Well, then,“ said I—I was twenty 
years younger than now and had not 
learned the exceeding folly of argu- 
ment—‘‘why were they, who badn’t 
broken the Sabbath, burned up, while 
so many people out here break it fifty- 
two times a year and are none the

WHY HAKRY WILKES WAS GELDED. 

During the past few monthsthere have 
been all kinds of rumors as to why Harry 
Wilkes was gelded. ‘The New York Sport- 
ing World solves the question in this lan- 


There have been many stories printed 
about the early history of that great cam- 
paigner, Harry Wilkes, 2:13%, in which 
various reusons have been assigned for his 
being castrated, . R. Letcher, the 
breeder of Harry Wilkes, said recently: 
‘There is not a word of truth in the story 
that Harry Wilkes was gelded because of a 
vicious temper. He was born smart, and 
was always as gentle as a dog. He never 
had any bad habits, and was aiw ys gentle 
in bis work. When he was 4 yeers old, the 
man I had driving him got drunk while with 
the burse on a trip 40 Lexington. and 1 
called iu Dr. MeFarland of Lexington and 
hdd the coltcastrated. I had three reasons 
for converting him intoa gelding. 

In the first place, 1 did not want a stud. 
In the second place, Harry Wilkes was an 
ugly little fellow. He was not much more 
than a pony at4 years old, being only 15 
hands 1 inch high. His neck was thick, and 
he was what is known in horse p»riance as 
‘punchy.’ He had an upcommenty long 
mane, and his tail almost swept the ground, 
and, aitogether, he was the most uncouth 
specimen for a Stallion a man could weil 
find. In the third and last piace, George 
Wilkes at that time had no reputation os a 
sire, and, of course, 1 did not care to keep 
a etallion by an ufifashionable horse. 

„es, some persops who were familiar 
with all the facts in the case, have censured 
me for not keeping Harry Wilkes entire, 
but 1 believe conferred on the Wilkes 
family more benefit by doing what 1 did 
than Harry could ever have done as a stal- 
lion, His performances on the turf have 
never been equailed.. He has won more 
heats under 2:20 than any other campaigner, 
and although he has seen the very hardest 
kind of service, he is still able to give the 
best of them a race. He is the most cour- 
ageous animal I ever saw. 

“I have seen him trot one whole season 
with the nerves of one of bis front hoofs ex- 
posed, a portion of the hoof having been 
iorn off by striking it with his hind shoe. 
In fact, I think bis foot has always been 
tender from the effects of the injury, and 
he favors this foot even yet. 1 think he is 
the most wonderful trotier ever foaled, and 
if George Wilkes had never sired another 
colt he would have deserved great fame for 
getting Harry Wilkes alone.“
